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has  shown  that  there  are  42  boroughs  which,  according  to  the  first 
plan  of  the  Reform  Bill,  should  now  be  doomed  to  a  schedule  A.* 

In  present  circumstances  it  would,  we  think,  be  wise  in  Reformers 
of  all  shades  of  opinion  to  take  for  their  immediate  object  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  Reform  Bill,  according  to  the  declared  design  of  it, 
which  included  no  petty  boroughs,  and  no  Chandos  clause.  The 
Reform  Bill,  as  first  proposed,  was  a  great  step,  but  it  was  a  step 
which  has  not  yet  l^n  made  good ;  and  manv  would  join  in  per¬ 
fecting  it  that  hesitate  at  a  more  adnuicea  more.  The  com¬ 
pleted  Reform  Bill,  unfettered  by  the  fiscal  reatiictioDs,  with 
the  Ballot  and  the  repeal  of  the  ^ptennial  Act,  would  very  con¬ 
siderably  fortify  the  popular  influence. 

And  this  subject  brings  us  to  Sir  Francis  Burdett’s  puerile  at¬ 
tempt  to  prove  himself  unchanged  to  Universal  SufiVage,  the  BaU 
I  lot,  and  Annual  ParliamenU  **at  the  leasL”  He  says,  tiiat  though  he 
^  once  thought  such  a  plan  of  reform  the  most  desirable,  he  accepted 
the  Reform  Bill  as  a  compromise.  To  this  our  answer  is,  that  he 
argued  most  distinctly,  upon  repeated  occasions,  that  the  extreme 
oi^anic  changes  advocated  by  him  were  absolutely  essential  to  secure 
the  liberties  of  the  people  against  the  increased  powers  of  the  Crown ; 
and  he  has  now  ei^er  to  confess  that  he  misled  the  people  in  such 
arguments,  and  vilified  other  men  as  false  or  foolish  who  would  not 
go  so  far,  or  that  he  is  now  acting  in  opposition  to  his  secret  convic¬ 
tions  ^  for  the  gratification  of  a  vanity  resentful  of  neglect,  and 
ravening  after  any  kind  of  notoriety,  however  foul. 

In  the  extension  of  popular  rights  we  have  always  argued  for  a  pro¬ 
gress  in  some  correspondence  with  the  increasing  intelligence  of  the 
people.  We  have  objected  to  the  insecure  position  on  the  house-top, 
and  desired  to  descend  to  the  broader  and  safer  basis  below ;  but  we 
have  never  advocated  jumping  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  :  we  are 
content  to  come  down  step  by  step  by  the  staiys.  Sir  Francis,  on  the 
other  hand,  contended  that  the  proceeding  essential  to  safety  was 
a  jump  from  the  house-top  to  the  street;  nay,  to  the  verv  area — 
to  the  foundations  of  the  social  fabric ;  but  having,  instead  of  this 
desperate  leap,  taken  the  one  step  of  the  Reform  Bill,  he  protests 
that  another  step  would  break  the  neck  of  the  constitution.  He 
has  been  a  man  of  one  jump,  and  as  he  could  not  jump  from 
Borough inongering  to  Universal  Suffhige— as  he  could  not  jump 
from  the  top  of  the  monument  to  the  b^  of  it — but  instead  of  this 
jumped  the  ten  inches  of  the  10/.  franchise — there  is  ruin  in  any 
other  nrnvement.  And  wh^  ?  Because  the  Reform  Bill  was  a  final 
compromise.  But  assuming  that  fact  (which  we  dispute,  for  the 
legislative  trust  admits  of  no  final  compromises,  and  is  only  go¬ 
verned  by  the  people's  interests),  bow  if  au  advance,  far  short  of  the 
objects  8ir  Francis  pronounced  indispensable,  made  destructive  to 
the  monarchy,  bv  the  fact'  that  the  Reform  Bill  was  taken  as  a 
compromise  ?  What  connexion  is  there  between  the  alleged  effect 
and  the  question  of  a  compact  ?  He  may  tell  us  that  we  have  bar¬ 
gained  against  taking  a  second  step ;  but  that  does  not  prove  that 
the  second  step  would  in  its  consequences,  apart  from  the  breach 
of  compact,  be  mischievous  or  ruinous.  Then  as  to  the  Ballot, 
the  Patriot  argued  that  it  was  essentially  necessary,  together 
with  Universal  Suffrage,  but  now  declares  that  it  is  unnecessary 
after  the  institution  of  the  10/.  franchise;  the  obvious  truth 
being  that  with  a  large  constituency  the  Ballot  is  least  needed, 
and  consequently  that  it  is  more  wanted  for  the  protection 
of  a  10/.  franchise  than  for  Universal  Suffrage.  But  it  is 
not  only  to  organic  Reform  that  the  great  unchanged  is 
hostile.  He  is  equally  opposed  to  the  **  new  tangled  **  measures  of 
the  Administration,  though  he  has  never  condescended  to  s|)ecify 
th^m  ;  but  the  proposal  of  any  improvement  whatever  seems  a  suffi¬ 
cient  objection  in  the  sight  of  the  Westminster  Patriot  From  the 
passing  of  the  Reform  Bill,  Parliament,  according  to  him,  should 
have  confined  itself  to  taxing  the  people,  and  paying  the  Establish¬ 
ments.  As  we  have  before  said,  this  roan  would  realise  the 
absurdity  of  the  father  in  the  French  story,  who  gives  his  son  a 
drum,  saying,  **  My  child,  here  is  a  drum,  take  it,  amuse  yourself 
with  k,  only  mind  that  you  make  no  noise."  Having  given  us  the 
drum,  Sir  Francis  vehemently  resists  the  drum-stiek,  and  bolda 
that  a  march  is  the  devil's  tattoo  to  the  Constitution. 

But  enough,  and  more  than  enough,  of  tbia  vain  foolisli  man. 
It  will  soon  be  seen  whether  he  serves  his  Tory  coostituenu  more 
faithfully  than  he,  of  late  years,  servbd  the  Liberal  constituency^-— 
whether  be  (alls  from  his  horse,  and  then  baa  the  gout,  and  then 
the  infiueosa,  and  then  a  chalk-stone  in  the  heel.  In  the  chos^  of 
him  the  ToHm  have  raid  one  homage  to  the  Reformers,  nsmeJy,  in 
the  admission  that  tlm  corruption  of  an  ultra-Radical  in  aposta^ 
is  better  than  the  integrity  of  any  sincere  and  oonsbteot  Tory. 

We  have  tuffored  a  defoat,  but  let  ua  put  forth  double  enmgy  to 
ebunteract  the  eShet  of  it,  and  streagthea  ourselves  in  a  more  firm 


THE  DEFEAT  IN  WESTMINSTER. 

A  chivtlieuf  Prince  after  a  defeat  said,  "  We  have  lost  all 
hot  honour;"  Sir  Francis  Burdeit  has  kept  all  but  honour. 

Francis  Burdett  has  procured  the  greatest  triumph  for  the 
Tories  that  has  d^red  their  evil  ^irits  for  many  years.  He  who 
Ibf  so  long  a  time  has  done  nothing  for  the  popular  cause  has  at 
iait  done  much  for  its  foes.  His  infirmities,  which  be  pleaded  in 
fxciise  for  the  neglect  of  duties  to  the  people,  have  not  prevented 
bin  from  striking  a  foul  blow  at  their  dearest  ioteresti.  Incapable 
as  be  has  long  been  of  any  honourable  exertion,  he  has  yet  lent 
himael(  as  Sir  George  Sinclair  frankly  boasts,  as  an 
for  the  use  of  the  Tories,  to  the  discomfiture  of  his  former  mends. 
Sir  George  Sinclair  truly  says  that  no  man  in  the  country  but  Sir 
F.  Burdett  could  have  obtained  this  triumph  for  the  Tories.  None 
blit  the  long  reputed,  the  long  trusted  guardian  of  the  citadel  of 
Liberty  could  betray  it  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  No  other 
iDsii  bad  the  opportunity  of  such  a  treason.  No  other  man 
having  the  opportunity  of  such  a  treason  would  have  so  used 
it.  But  he  has  bis  reward  in  the  grateful  acknowledgments  of  the 
people's  enemies.  Like  Tarpeia,.who  did  for  her  country's  foes 
wbat  DO  other  could  have  done,  and  betrayed  the  capitol  into  their 
baodi,  Sir  Francis  Burdett  ia  crushed  with  the  Tory  honours 
heaped  upon  him  for  his  treason — “  Tarpet/t  turpe  sepulcrum** 

The  Tories,  in  confessing  that  Sir  Francis  Burdett  has  obtained 
for  them  a  triumph  which  no  other  mao  in  the  country  could  have 
brought  about,  necessarily  admit  that  the  contest  has  not  been 
wbat  it  ought  to  have  been,  a  contest  of  principles,  but  that  a  per- 
tonal  advantage  of  a  peculiar  kind  has  belonged  to  Sir  F.  Burdett 
and  procured  the  infamous  succeu.  Had  the  contest  been  one 
of  principles.  Sir  George  Murray  could  have  maintained  it  better 
than  Sir  F.  Burdett,  beoMise  there  has  been  no  question  about  the 
principles  to  whick  be  is  attached.  Sir  F.  Burdett  baa  had  the 
beaefit  of  soeie  fooitth  doubts  ef  the  extent  of  his  apoatecy,  aud 
of  an  attachment  to  biro  which  has  lingered  aa  a  thing  of  habit  and 
amociation  after  the  abandonment  of  the  patriotic  course  that  had 
crested  it.  Such  is  the  force  of  custom  in  weak  minds,  such  the 
e&ct  of  the  nomims  umbra  i  and  to  the  last  Sir  Francis  practised 
upon  some  radical  dupes  by  protesting  to  them  that  he  was  un¬ 
changed,  while  he  was  procuring  the  support  of  the  Tories  as 
s  Tory.  But  the  remnant  of  blind  attachment  would  not  have 
turned  the  scale  against  the  Reformers  ;  other  causes  contributed 
very  materially  to  the  Tory  victory.  Organization  and  activity 
were  wanting  on  the  Liberal  side.  Over-confidence,  the  usual  error 
of  the  popular  party,  has  been  fatal  on  thia  occasion.  The  canvass 
was  imperfect,  and  there  was  much  boasting  of  the  certainty  of 
necess  instead  of  exertion  to  secure  it.  Many  individuals  upon 
Rr  Leader's  Committee  did  all  that  was  in  their  power  with  the 
l>c*t  seal  and  the  best  iudgroent,  but  still  too  much  remained  un- 
<lone.  As  for  Mr  Leader  himself,  he  has  manifested  in  the  conduct 
of  the  contest  great  ability  and  inexhaustible  energy.  The  arduous 
part  assigned  to  him  he  has  acted  well,  and  gain^  respect  though 
not  victory. 

To  intimidation  the  Tories  aremainlv  indebted  for  their  triumph. 
Trsdesmeii  have  been  threatened  with  loss  of  custom  if  they  should 
»we  for  Mr  Leader.  A  solitary  menace  they  might  have  aet  at 
®*nnucc,  but  when  the  threats  were  poured  in  by  vollies,  as  it  were, 
and  by  troops  of  female  partizans,  resolution  faltered,  and  as  there 
*as  t  general  conviction  that  the  eleciion  was  safe,  men  saw  no 
for  volunteering  martyrdom  for  a  cause  which  they  believed 
could  dispense  with  the  sacrifice.  And  will  Lord  John  RusmII, 
*a^  ^ese  things,  talk  of  the  wisdom  of  attending  to  questions 
^uich  he  designates  as  of  practical  importance,  rather  than  to  mea- 
ISl?*  completion  of  Parliamentary  Reform  ?  Why,  if  the

Further,  Lord  John  Russell  is  reported  to  have  ma\A  i 
course  pursued  by  the  Lords,  that —

stscles  in  the  way  which  will  greatly  interfere  with  them  whiU  ^

But  why?  Why  should  the  Bills  now  before  the  House  f 
Commons  be  dealt  with  with  any  reference  to  the  treatmen» 
another  Bill  before  the  Lords  ?  Would  not  such  a  course  be  ad 
milting  the  very  influence  which  the  Lords  are  attempting  to  mum 
and  against  which  Lord  John  himself  strongly  protej>ts.  It  can 
be  contended  at  one  moment  that  the  Bills  are  to  be  considered^^ 
quite  distinct,  and  to  be  discussed  on  their  own  peculiar  separate 
grounds ;  and  in  the  next  breath,  that  in  disposing  of  one  it  U 
desirable  to  have  reference  to  the  Lords*  treatment  of  the  other 

But  shortly  afterwards.  Lord  John  Russell  states  that  he  shall 
adopt  the  plan  of  proceeding,  which  seems  to  us  the  right  one  of 
passing  the  measures  precisely  as  he  would  have  proposed  to  pass 
them  if  no  Lords  were  in  existence  to  thwart  all  good  purposetL 

«  Under  these  circumstances  we  proceed  with  the  Bills  without  sosueiuliiff 
their  progress,  and  in  the  manner  in  which  1  originally  proposed  to  deal 
them  ;  at  the  same  time  we  should  not  be  doing  our  duty  to  this  House  and 
to  the  constituency  if  we  did  not  warn  the  House  of  Lords  that  it  is  not  pas. 
sible  that  there  can  be  a  satisfactory  adjustment  of  this  question  if  we^ 
not  endeavour,  while  carrying  on  the  public  service  in  such  a  roaooer  that  it 
did  not  suffer  inconvenience  or  detriment,  to  take  care  that  none  of  the 
essential  powers  and  privileges  of  this  House  should  he  depart^  from,  which 
House  of  Commons  has  given  confidence  to  the  Administration,  and  wbich 
confidence  we  should  be  misusing  if  we  merely  persisted  in  carrjiog  Bills 
which  were  afterwards  totally  defeated  elsewhere.^’ 

In  the  latter  clauses  there  is  again  an  obscurity,  which  we  know 
not  whether  to  refer  to  the  speakef  or  the  reporters,  but  the 
meaning  is  soon  afterwards  cleared  up  by  this  satisfactory  de> 
claration — 

**  I  feel,  after  the  vote  of  the  other  night,  which  cannot  be  interpreted  in  t 
way  which  will  lead  us  to  anything  roncfiisive  as  to  the  course  of  proceedio^ 
of  the  other  House,  that  it  is  essential  at  the  preeeot  moment  that  all  ia  the 
majority  of  the  House  of  Commons  should  remain  firmly  united  together  ot 
the  present  occasion;  and  I  think  I  may  say  that,  tf  the  nppotterff  tk 
prtttnt  Administration  continue  their  present  confidence  in  tr,  with  tmektsf- 
portf  and  with  suck  a  majority^  the  Ministry  will  not  desert  them.** 

This  resolution  is  in  our  view  quite  right,  for  we  have  always 
looked  upon  the  resignation  of  the  Government  upon  the  dead¬ 
lock  in  the  legislature,  before  either  the  Government  or  the  people 
are  prepared  to  set  about  the  removal  of  the  obstniction,  as  but 
another  word  for  abject  submission  to  the  Lords.  The  remainder 
of  Lord  John  RusaelPs  speech  is  a  credo  in  the  virtues  of  the 
constitution.  Witlrthe  hopefulness  of  Horace’s  swain,  he  expects 
that  the  stream  of  opposition  to  reform  in  the  House  of  Lords 
will  run  itself  out.  With  a  little  more  experience  of  this  error  we 
trust  that  Lord  John  Russell  will  see  the  necessity  of  dealing  with 
the  difliculty  by  some  more  practical  process  than  the  hopes ; 
meanwhile  he  has  acted  wisely  in  determining  to  maintain  his  post, 
instead  of  changing  from  bad  to  worse,  which  is  a  variety  not  to  be 
desired  in  England  and  Scotland,  and  to  be  deprecated  as  a  most 
cruel  evil  to  Ireland. 

There  is  vast  mischief  in  the  obstinate  resistance  of  the  Peerage 
to  the  just  measures  recommended  by  the  Government,  but  on  the 
other  hand  there  is,  to  Ireland  especially,  great  advantage  in  the 
circumstance  that  there  is  a  Government  to  recommend  just  mea¬ 
sures,  as  well  as  a  Peerage  to  defeat  them.  We  would  preserve  the 
antagonist  force  of  the  executive  as  the  only  element  of  order  la 
the  present  state  of  the  system.  Resignation  would  leave  the  ma¬ 
lignant  principle  master  of  the  field;  convert  an  inert  resistance  to 
good  into  an  active  cause  of  evil ;  and  would  bring  the  angry  curse 
of  a  Tory  Government  on  the  people  of  Ireland. 

The  itate  of  Ireland  is  deplorable  enough,  with  a  principle  ad¬ 
verse  to  her  liberty  and  peace  rooted  in  the  heart  of  the  constitu¬ 
tion.  Still  her  situation  might  be  worse  :  the  evil  principle  might 
prevail  in  the  administration  of  her  affairs — in  the  Castle  as  well  as 
in  the  House  of  Lords.  The  party  that  obstruct!  Municipal 
Reform  might  appoint  the  Judges,  the  Sheriffs,  and  the  Msgi^ 
t rates.  The  party  that  thwarts  Lord  Mulgrave  might  wield  hw 
powers. 

None  can  feel  more  strongly  than  we  do  the  evil  of  the 
between  the  legislature  and  the  executive  powers ;  but  there  is  oae 
mode  of  establishing  an  harmonious  action  of  which  we  decidedly 
disapprove.  The  discord  of  good  and  evil  is  better  than  a  concert 
of  evils.  Lord  L)rndhurst  with  Lord  Mulgrave  is  preferuhl* 
Lord  Lyndhurst  with  Lord  Haddington.  . 

Lord  John  Russell  has  stated  that  “  he  doet  not  thiok 
Government  can  permanently  eo  on,  or  ask  the  confidence  of 
Commons,  if  it  suffers  principles  to  be  applied  to  the  government 
of  Ireland  against  which  it  protests.** 

It  is  bard  to  see  how  a  resignation,  the  idea  of  which  Is  now  v^ 
proMrlv  abandoned,  could  be  calculated  to  prcv«it  the  epf>fi^t*w 
of  the  Lords*  principles  to  the  lri»h  Oovemment.  To  jwjt  wm 
always  appeared  a  step  of  a  directly  opposite  tendency.

We  have  all  exaggerated  the  effect  of  the  miscarriage,  by  attri¬ 
buting  to  it  the  same  importance  that  would  have  belonged  to  sue- 
ceaa.  The  moral  example  of  turning  out  the  deserter  would  have 
been  great;  hut  the  failure  is  not,  in  the  opposite  way,  of  equal  im¬ 
port  •  for  there  is  nothing  but  the  triumph  of  deceit  in  his 
Coping  hia  seat,  by  professing  himself  unchanged  to  old  friends 
weak  enough  to  be  so  duped,  and  changed  to  his  old  opponents, 
who  have  become  his  supporters  to  a  man,  on  the  best  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  apostacy.  In  the  field  of  politics,  as  in  law.  people  know 
the  advanimre  of  long  possession,  and  that  to  hold  over  is  far  ea¬ 
sier  than  to  eject.  At  the  next  trial  the  electors  will  better  know 
how  to  deal  with  the  political  Tartuffe  of  Westminster. 

On  Friday  evening,  amidst  the  joyous  cheers  of  the  Tories,  and 
the  ironical  cheers  of  the  Liberals,  Sir  Francis  Burdett  took  his 
seat  in  the  House,  in  the  centre  of  the  Tory  party.  He  was  sup¬ 
ported  in  his  entrance  by  Sir  O.  Sinclair  and  Lord  Sandon,  and 
earned  mu^h  delighted  with  the  new  music  of  Tory  applauses.  It  will 
be  observed,  that  before  he  was  borne  in  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
Tories,  he  was  too  ill  to  attend  the  House.  What  a  wonderful 
specific  ia  Toryism.  In  a  moment  it  cured  the  chalk-stone  in  the 
heel.  The  consequences  of  the  fall  from  the  horse,  the  gout,  and  the 
ioflueofs  all  vani»«hed  when  the  patient  was  adopted  by  the  Tories. 
In  every  sen»e  he  has  come  round  marvellously.  In  such  com- 
pany  Lord  Stanley  and  Sir  J.  Graham  must  begin  to  feel  quite 
respectable.  Immediately  after  the  deserter’s  reception,  Mr  Ellice 
(jun.)  took  his  seat  for  Huddersfield  on  the  Ministerial  side,  amidst 
the  hearty  cheers  of  the  majority  of  Reformers.  Very  different 
indeed  was  this  gratulation  to  that  which  had  delighted  the  super¬ 
annuated  deserter. _  • 

THE  BURDETT  MODE  OF  FIGHTING  THE  BATTLES 
OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Mr  Cribb,  who  seconded  the  nomination  of  Sir  F.  Burdett,  made 
a  pointed  hit  at  him  in  this  observation —

>  Sow  let  us  observe  bow  Lord  John  Russell's  notion  of  the 
desires  of  the  public  mind,  and  of  the  general  opinion  as  to  the 
nroposed  change,  was  borne  out  by  the  division.  The  majority 
^i»timuMr  Tennyson  d'Eyncourt's  motion  was  a  bare  majority  of 
mne  the  number  in  support  of  it  87,  and  opposed  to  it  96.  Such 
g  division  certainly  does  not  denote  any  indifTerence  to  the  ques¬ 
tion  and  we  trust  that  this  lesson  will  cause  Lord  John  Russell  to 
dittrast  his  own  carelessly  formed  but  confidently  maintained 
notions  of  the  state  of  public  opinion  on  the  subject  of  reforms  in 
Parliament, 

It  is  to  to  observed  that  members  who  vote  for  the  repeal  of  the 
Septennial  Act  vote  for  the  diminution  of  four-sevenths  of  their 
tenure  of  legislative  authority,  and  as  it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that 
men  are  very  forward  and  very  eager  to  reduce  their  own  power, 
it  is  necessarily  to  be  inferred  that  the  minority,  considerable  as  it 
was  in  the  last  division,  yet  inadequately  represents  the  public  opinion 
on  the  question,  and  that,  if  the  wishes  of  constituents  were  fully 
expressed,  there  would  be  a  large  majority  for  the  repeal  of  the 
Septennial  Act.  Upon  no  question  are  the  personal  interests  of 
members  more  concerned  than  upon  that  of  the  duration  of  Parlia¬ 
ments.  All  men  are  disposed  to  prefer  a  long  to  a  short  posses¬ 
sion  of  power,  and  the  expenses  of  frequent  elections  are  a  serious 
consideration ;  therefore,  where  a  large  minority  vote  for  shortening 
the  duration  of  Parliaments,  we  may  be  assured  that  the  same 
opinion  must  be  decidedly  ascendant  out  of  doors. 

Lord  John  Russell  argues  that — 

**  Among  th«  othtr  consequences  of  the  House  of  Commons  not  being  a 
body  contuioany  changing  and  fluctuating  there  was  one  consequence  which 
he  thought  attributable  to  iL  It  was  in  the  yery  nature  of  thingH  that  if  there 
ware  two  bodiea,  such  as  the  House  of  Lords  and  the  House  ot  Commons,  the 
one  of  which  always  continued  and  the  other  only  for  a  very  short  time,  the 
Ho««e  in  which  the  members  always  continued  had  more  weight  and  authority 
tluM  that  in  which  they  were  continually  fluctuating*** 

And,  as  a  fact  bearing  out  this  view',  he  refers  to  the  period  when 
i  teat  in  the  House  of  Lords  was  the  object  of  a  statesman's  ambi¬ 
tion,  though  of  later  years  the  Lower  House  has  been  the  place  of 
power.  We  think  that  there  is  here  the  mistake  of  the  cum  hoc  for 
the  propter  hoe.  According  to  our  notion,  the  increased  weight 
tnd  power  of  the  Commons  is  not  to  be  referred  to  the  lengthened 
duration  of  the  trust,  but  to  the  increased  weight  and  power  of 
^e  people  whom  they  represent.  It  is  the  advance  of  the  people 
in  moral  influence  that  has  raised  the  House  of  Commons  to  its 
commanding  authority. 

Lord  John  Russell's  final  objection  to  Triennial  Parliaments 
was,  that — 


■light  bu  more  likely  then  at  present  to  have  a  House  of  Commons,  elected  in 
tiaes  of  popular  fbrineot,  which  would  not  presenre  the  constitution  as  it  at 
prwsot  existed.** 

This  we  cannot  but  class  amongst  the  vain  fears,  and  it  is  falsi- 
■cu  by  experiei^e.  For  the  truth  is,  that  we  have  bad  elections  of 
Iste  years  in  times  of  the  greatest  popular  ferment,  without  any 
rouchief  to  the  constitution,  and  we  have  had  such  elections  more 
than  trienniully ;  having  had  no  less  than  four  within 
ihe  last  eight  years.  ^  So  that,  if  the  danger  be  from  the  mere  fre¬ 
quency  coincident  with  periods  of  excitement,  it  belongs  as  much 
mondial  Septennial  as  to  Triennial  Parliaments;  and  the 
pro^bility  is,  that  the  effect  of  limiting  the  duration  of  Parliaments 
?  *  would  practically  be  to  prevent  dissolutions  short  of 

e  three  years,  and  thus  the  frequency  would  in  fact  be  diminished, 
^mpared  with  what  it  has  been  since  1830;  but  the  object  of 
noit  Parliaments  would  nevertheless  be  obtained,  which  is  the 
•Wintroent  of  a  certain  and  not  very  far  distant  day  of  reckoning 
the  people.  ^ 

THE  VOTE  BY  PROXY.

As  for  the  practical  effect  of  the  proxy,  we  have  not  a  doubt 
that  the  Lords  would  vote  every  whit  as  ill  after  hearing  the  merits 
of  a  question  discussed  as  without  hearing  them  ;  and,  on  the  whole, 
we  wish  that  a  far  greater  number  of  Peers  were  a^ent  on  their 
travels  or  the  pursuit  of  their  pleasures.  Indeed,  why  are  they 
ever  present  in  the  fiesh,  excepting  always  the  Bishops  in  divorce 
cases,  when  chambermaids  are  under  examination  ?  How  interest¬ 
ing  it  must  be  to  a  Peer  at  Constantinople  to  read  how  he  voted  on 
some  question  quite  new  to  him.  With  what  gusto  a  Lord,  fighting 
for  despotism  and  the  Inquisition  in  Spain,  must  see  that  at  the 
same  time  his  other  uncorporeal  half  was  in  the  House  of  Peers, 
voting  against  the  good  of  his  countrymen,  and  oppressing  the  Irish 
Catholics  from  fear  of  Popery. 

Altogether  we  think  that  the  presence  of  the  Bishops  in  the 
Lords,  and  the  privilege  of  the  vote  by  proxy,  are  so  much  in  keep¬ 
ing  with  the  principle  of  power  without  qualification  or  responsi¬ 
bility,  that  it  would  be  a  pity  to  separate  things  so  worthy  of  tsch 
other.  _ 

PRELATIC  MORALITY.

It  must  be  confessed  that  the  Bishops  are  not  over  strict  in  their 
views  of  the  obligation  of  oaths.  They  do  not  bind  academic  con¬ 
sciences  too  tightly.  They  hold  that  oaths  may  be  worn  loosely 
for  convenience,  and,  according  to  their  doctrine,  it  is  hardly  pos¬ 
sible  to  commit  peijury  in  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  however  easy  it 
may  be  in  the  House  of  Commons.  Nothing  can  be  more  liberal 
than  the  allowance  of  these  holy  men  for  the  neglect  or  violation 
of  oaths  administered  in  Universities.  In  the  last  debate  on  Lord 
Radnor's  motion  for  a  select  committee  to  inquire  into  the  statutes 
of  the  Colleges  of  the  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge,  the 
Bishop  of  Llaiulaff*  said — 

**  The  question  between  the  noble  Karl  and  the  Universities  was  this :  psr- 
sons  were  sworn  to  observe,  in  general  terms,  a  body  of  statutes,  which  he 
(the  Bishop  of  l.landaft  )  maintained  they  did  observe  suhstantialK,  end  for 
all  practical  and  useful  pur;M)seH,  in  such  a  manner  as  it  was'  believed  the 
founder  himself  meant,  and  would  now  approve  if  he  were  iqion  earth.  Ifot 
there  weie  other  matters  mixed  up  in  the  statutes  of  inferior  iroporteeee, 
which  no  one  would  now  wish  to  see  executed.  These  had  been  sileafty 
dropped,  and  allowed  to  fall  into  total  desuetude.  He  admitted  that  this  waa 
not  a  satisfactory  state  of  things;  he  admitted  that  it  was  eroharraastag,  ini, 
at  the  same  timty  he  must  insist  that  it  did  not  involve  the  gnihi  ef  poristfm, 
(Hear,  hear!)**  ^ 

It  is,  however,  no  bad  training  for  perjury.  The  principle  being 
once  admitted,  that  convenience  is  paramount  to  the  obligation  of  an 
oath,  it  is  diflicult  to  define  what  sort  of  convenience  has  the  dis¬ 
pensing  force,  and  what  has  not,  especially  as  the  party  sworn 
presides  in  his  own  court  of  conscience,  in  judgment  on  the  question 
between  convenience  and  the  letter  of  the  oath. 

**  The  Bishop  of  Gloucester,  in  taking  the  oaths  alluded  to  by  tbe  nobla 
Earl,  had  felt  his  conscience  whuliy  ualurced  and  unviolated.  Tke  allegatioa 
of  perjury  brought  forward  by  the  noble  Karl  was  totally  unfounded,  beoauew 
it  was  expressly  provided  hy  the  statute  that  small  pecuuiary  fines  should  ho 
levied  for  any  breach  of  observance  of  those  statutes,  and  that  the  party  so 
fined  should  be  held  in  no  degree  guilty  of  the  crinse  of  perjury  because  iho 
statutes  had  been  violated.** 

How  an  untruth,  in  the  form  of  a  solemn  adjuration,  ctn  be 
made  not  an  untruth  by  the  discharge  of  a  penalty  for  such  un¬ 
truth,  none  but  Bishops  can  understand.  But  these  holy  men  are 
what  the  schoolboys  call  dahs  at  oaths.  We  must  hope  that  Jove 
laughs  at  Churchmen’s  as  at  lovers'  perjuries. 

JUSTICES*  JUSTICE. 

As  we  predicted,  the  cheap  rate  at  which  the  Magistralee  allow 
of  the  commission  of  indecent  outrages  has  placed  them  among  the 
ruffianly  [pleasures  only  to  be  bounded  by  the  consideration  of  ex¬ 
pense.  Such  cases,  after  the  first  encouragement  aflbrded  in  the 
decision  of  Mr  Dyer,  have  become  of  fre(|uent  occurrence.  An 
outrage  of  the  kind  having  been  proved  at  Marlborough  street^ 

**  Mr  Conant  said  he  thought  it  was  a  very  bad  cast.  A  napsctiMa 
female,  the  mother  of  aeveral  children,  walking  along  the  aireet  at  a  rfo* 
aonable  hour  on  the  Sunday  evening,  had  been  aubjected  to  a  most  brtiw 
outrage. 

Mr  Dyer  asked  (/*  either  qf  the  deftndauts  joere  jntoxieaUdf 

Inanector  VValah  said  ihnX  Jackson  teas  certainly  isUaxicated  i  bot  Cos 
was.  in  hb  opinion,  as  sober  as  he  then  was. 

The  Magistratea  then  told  the  comolaiaant  that  they  cosuidfrod  i$  a  very 
bad  cascj  and,  if  she  wished,  they  would  bind  the  partiaa  over  to  appear  at 
the  aeaaiona. 

The  complainant  Mid  that  the  would  much  rather  that  the  Magiairates 
•bould  settle  the  matter  in  a  summary  manner. 

The  Magiatratee  then  told  the  defendanta,  that  if  they  cs^d  Qiaks  Siqt 
raparatUMi  to  the  complainant  for  the  groaa  outrage  they  bad  inflicted  uOoo 
her,  it  might,  perhaps,  influence  them  aa  to  the  aasuunt  of  the  flees  they 
ahould  iropoee. 

They  accordingly  retired  for  that  purpose^  sad  apen  a  faprassatadom 
made  to  the  Magistratas,  the  defeadant  Cox  vnw  faedll  aad  Jasksoa  Jls. 


Cox  was  fin^  the  more  heavily  of  the  two,  the  Magistral^ 
havii^  ascert8incd'*‘hat  he  w^  sob^ ;  but  Jackson,  who  was  dni^^ 

fot  ^Ibr  twoty  ^Hilngs,  a  third  of  the  other  penalty,  tor 
)yer  acts  opoa  the  rule  oi  nit^uu  pcnaltifs  io  eaees  of  tenu 
enaeii,  flsr whwfi  tiiMlBiss  n^pubiieaiw  should  h 
lahMecitiseld  Hip  ' 
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offence  in  one  *c«le,  against  a  gin-bottle  or  punch-bowj  in  the 
other,  with  an  indulgent  glance  at  the  liquor.  Hie  rule  of  impoeing 
litht  penalties  for  outrages  committed  in  intoiication  »  fair  warning 
to  ail  riotouslj-difpoied  persons  to  get  drunk,  in  order  that  they 
may  offend  on  the  cheapest  terms.  A  few  shillings  the  more  spent 
in  liquor  saTes  pounds,  perhaps,  at  the  police  office,  before  the  wor¬ 
shipful  Justice  Dyer.  Ruffians  who  are  not  really  drunk  may 
affect  to  be  so,  of  course,  but  they  will  probably  peredve  that  it  is 
better  to  make  sure  by  getting  actually  drunk,  especially  as  it  not 
only  reduces  the  penalty  for  their  outrages,  but  also  puts  them  in 
the  sute  best  bited  for  outrage. 

It  is  to  be  obsenred  that  the  Magistrates  gave  the  complainant 
the  choice  whether  the  case,  pronounced  by  them  a  very  bad  one, 
should  be  disposed  of  summarily  or  sent  to^  the  sessions,  and  the 
complainant,  like  all  people  disliking  publicity  and  trouble,  natu- 
rally  preferred  the  summary  process.  In  this  complaisant  ar¬ 
rangement  of  the  matter  it  never  occurred  to  the  Magistrates  that 
anything  was  due  to  the  public,  and  that  for  the  protection  of 
/einaies  against  indecent  outrages  it  was  necessary  to  make  ^an 
example  of  the  ruffians  at  the  sessions.  No,  out  of  consideration 
for  one  female  ill-used,  the  sapient  Justices  pursue  a  course 
that  leaves  all  other  females  liable  to  the  same  sort  of  indecent 
assault.  _ 

Leicester,  which  is  one  of  the  most  liberal  towns  in  England, 
and  whone  municipal  authorities  are  excellent  men  (a  point  of  much 
importance),  is  at  present  represented  by  two  of  the  most  obnox¬ 
ious  Tories,  Mr  Ooulbum  and  Mr  Gladstone.  The  Reformers 
arc,  however,  resolved  to  deliver  their  borough  from  this  disgrace, 
and  they  have  addressed  a  requisition  to  Mr  Ea-sthope  and  Mr 
Duckworth,  who,  upon  the  best  assurances  of  a  zealous  and  effec¬ 
tual  support,  have  agreed  to  present  themselves  as  candidates-  at 
the  next  election.  The  choice  is  highly  judicious.  Mr  Easthope 
is  a  stanch  Reformer,  and  a  man  of  high  honour,  of  spirit,  and  i 
ability,  judicious,  ready,  and  resolute.  Mr  Brewin  indeed  well  1 
said,  upon  introducing  him  to  the  electors — 

**  With  all  deferance  to  the  Liberals  at  Lewes,  he  considered  it  extremely 
ibrtnoate  that  Mr  Kasthope  had  been  onsuccessful  there,  feeling  that  it  would 
be  the  means  of  placing  him  in  a  sitaation  more  agreeable  to  his  feelings  and 
more  wortlw  of  Jiia  talents,  inasmuch  as  Leicester  was  more  important  than 
i.ewes.  (Cheers.)  *It*sanill  wind  that  blows  nobody  good,*  and,  though 
the  Tories  might  ghwy  in  the  return  of  Mr  Fitzroy,  their  short-lived  triumph 
wonid  to  more  than  compensated  by  being  compelled  to  swallow  the  bitter 
pill  in  reserve  fur  them,  when  the  present  roisrepresentatives  of  Leicester 
were  compelled  to  disappear,  as  the  corrupt  corporation  itself  had  done.** 

Mr  Duckworth  is  a  good  Reformer,  and  was  a  good  Reformer 
before  Reform  was  the  fashion.  He  is  highly  esteemed  by  all  who 
know  him,  and  reckoned,  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  a  sound  man. 
For  intellect,  knowledge,  and  moral  character,  he  ranks  high  in  the 
i*«spcct-of  men,  whose  favourable  opinion  is  the  guarantee  of  merit 
in  the  object  of  it. 

THE  RIOTS  AT  MELTON  MOWBRAY. 

TO  THE  XDlTOa  OV  THE  EXAMINEE. 

Hia, — I  obaarve  in  your  fmpar  the  following  pari^aph  relating  to  the  riot 
at  Melton  Mowbray: — **  It  it  reported,  and  we  doubt  not  too  truly,  that  the 
Marquis  and  hU  friends  have  compromised  matteis,  and  that  there  is  to  to 
iMi  prneecution.**  I  think  it  right  to  set  you  and  your  readers  right,  as  to  the 
real  poaition  in  which  the  several  (Mirtics  are  placed  in  this  transaction.  The 
day  after  the  second  day  of  Croxton  Park  races,  Mr  Reynaid  was  brought  up 
before  the  magistrates  at  .Melton,  tor  commencing  a  disturbance  about  three 
o’clock  that  morning,  he  having  been  detained  in  the  prison  or  bridewell  from 
the  time  of  his  being  caught.  When  before  the  magistrates  he  was  identified 
M  being  the  iierson  rescued  the  morning  before,  when  the  more  serious  part  of 
the  otTences  were  committed  by  the  Marquis,  l..ord  Alford,  and  their  coro- 
paaions.  Although  it  appeared  that  this  gentleman  was  the  roost  innocent  of 
the  partVi  yet  the  Magistrates  bonnd  over  Mr  Campion  and  Mr  K.  Mason 
(constables)  to  prosecute,  and  Barnes,  Wright,  and  l)igby,  to  give  evidence 
at  the  next  Leicester  Sessions,  in  recognixances  of  MM.  each.  Mr.  Revnard  in 
3UI)/.  to  appear,  and  .Messrs  Berridge  and  Bishop  in  lUtM.  each  aa'MrR.’a 
aiircliea.  A  week  aflerwards  the  Marquis,  Sir  F.  Johnstone,  and  Mr  Villiera 
appeared  before  the  Bench,  and  they  were  each  of  them,  with  their  securities, 
hoonJ  over  to  appear  at  the  Sessions ;  and  the  constablee  and  watchmen  to 
prosecute  and  give  evidence,  ia  the  same  sums  as  in  Mr  Reynard’s  case.

They  skalk  out  tb2 
three  years,  and  are  rarely  seen,  when  th^  can  avoid  it,  till  they  obtaia  thdr 
degrees  and  tassels,  when  they  are  to  to  found  everywhere. 

Moat  of  the  heads  of  the^  Church,  and  the  Archbishop  of  Cantcrbsrr 
among  them,  have  been  participators  in  these  practices.  These  objectiou^ 
inquiry  are,  therefore,  neither  ridiculous  nor  unreasonable.

Mr  Irving  obaerred,  that  in  a  long  intimacy  with  Mr  Rogers  he 
bad  ever  found  iiim  an  enlightened  and  liberal  friend  of  Anterica  and 
Anwricana.  Posae’ising  great  influence  in  the  world  of  literature  and 
Ch«  floe  arts  in  Great  Britain,  from  his  acknowlvdged  soundness  of  judg> 
CDent  and  refinement  of  tante,  he  had  often  eierted  it  in  the  kindest  and 
most  gracious  manner,  in  fostering,  encouraging,  and  bringing  into 
notice  the  talents  of  youthful  American  artists.  He  had  also  manifested 
on  all  occasions  the  warmest  sympathy  in  the  success  of  American  writers, 
and  the  prom pUett  disposition  to  acknowledge  and  point  out  their  merits. 
I  am  led  to  cheae  remarks  (added  Mr  Irving)  by  a  letter  received  yester¬ 
day  from  Mr  Rogers,  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  a  volume  of  Halleck’s 
P<wirj:t,  which  i  had  sent  him,  and  expressing  his  opinion  of  their  merits.

Taglioni  has  arrived  at  Drury  Lane  to  bid  farewell  to  her  ad- 
noirers,  previous  to  her  departure  for  8t  Petersburgh.  She  has 
greatly  declined  in  personal  appearance,  but  her  dancing  retains  all 
ita  wonderful  ease,  and  bird-like  beauty  of  movement.  Whether 
irom  the  unaccustometl  place,  however,  or  from  a  want  of 
^  learning  **  in  the  audience,  she  is  not  received  with  any  thing 
like  the  enthusiasm  of  some  few  years  since,  while  the  **  houses’* 
ara  cooiparatively  poor,  and  can  hardly  remunerate  the  manager  of 
this  **  national  theatre”  for  his  venture. 

Mr  Macready’a  Cardinal  ff'aUep  is  one  of  his  very  greatest  per- 
fiEMrmanees,  and  is  indeed  a  triumph  of  the  art.  The  Covent  Gar¬ 
den  audience  of  Monday  night  felt  it  to  a  greater  degree  than  we 
have  before  observed,  and  hailed  the  artist  with  continuous 
cheers. 

Mr  Mttcready  throws  into  every  part  of  this  character  a  distinc¬ 
tive  truth,  a  mixture  of  natural  passion  and  priestly  restraint,  that 
is  perfectly  appalling,  ijuict,  sictk,  and  churchmanlike,  his  am¬ 
bition  aecins  subdued  to  the  very  quality  of  his  calling,  and  to 
have  tha  sama  reverend  as()ect,  the  same  air  of  turbulent  thought- 
fulncaa.  His  look  at  Buckingham  woke  tumults  of  applause ;  but 
his  glance  at  Bisktp  Gardiner,  in  return  for  him  protesting  gratitude, 
is  b  yet  more  stnkinj^  touch  of  genius.

SociRA  Aemonica. — This  concert  was  among  the  most  brilliant  of 
the  season,  in  point  of  the  two  principal  male  aingera.  We  never  beard 
Ivanhoff  so  excel  himself.  In  the  dourse  of  the  evening,  Mr  Forbes 
played  on  the  piano  some  Scotch  airs,  which  were  very  loudly  applauded.

I  Pictures  from  Spain. — A  consignment  of  works  of  art  from  the  Pe- 
ninsula  is  always  matter  of  interest  to  us,  knowing  how  many  pictorial 
treasures  have  been  literally  locked  up  for  ages  in  that  country,  and  that 
the  present  condition  of  it  allows  of  their  being  got  out  by  connnoisseun 
on  the  spot — which  object  was  nearly  unattainable  under  the  despotic 
Government  of  Spain.  The  paintings  now  on  private  view  at  Mean 
Brooks  and  Hedges,  of  Bond  street,  are  not  all  Spanish,  and  have  very 
different  degrees  of  merit  and  value.  Among  the  most  prominent  are, 
a  Magdalene,  by  Murillo,  a  sacred  subject,  by  Lucas  van  l^eyden,  and 
!  two  Portraits,  en  piedt  attributed  to  Van  Dyk.  The  first  of  these  hu 
been  a  good  deal  criticised,  because  the  somewhat  masculine  furmiof  tha 
Penitent  do  not  harmonize  with  the  poetical  notion  of  what  she  mkA 
have  been,  and  of  that  which  Raphael,  Correggio,  and  Guido  have 
represented  her.  This  defect  of  Murillo  (a  defect  more  striking  still  in 
his  Madonnas,  where  we  look  for  the  perfection  of  pure  graces,)  by  no 
means  throws  a  doubt  upon  the  originality  of  the  picture  under  obser. 
vation — it  merely  shews  the  lamentable  want  of  ideal  in  an  otbervUa 
excellent  master.  The  Lucas  van  Leyden  is,  on  the  other  band,  a  svect 
specimen  of  the  refined  imagination  which  belonged  to  earlier  masters, 
with  just  so  much  of  Gothic  quaintness  as  to  mark  the  school  it  belongs 
to,  without  the  least  bordering  upon  the  grotesque.  The  colouring  and 
composition  are  also  very  goc^,  and  it  is  a  picture  equally  adapted  fora 
gallery  or  a  cabinet.  Of  the  Portraits  alluded  to  we  have  some  doubts; 
not  doubts  of  tbeir  being  excellent  in  their  way,  but  of  their  being  tha 
work  of  Van  Dyk.  We  are  not  sure  of  the  name  of  the  painter 
whose  three  Burgomasters  are  so  striking  in  the  Rath  Haus  at  Amster* 
dam  :  it  may  bo  Van  der  Heist— but  we  thought  we  recognised  Aii  hand 
in  the/iundj  especially.  There  is  a  very  rich  Gallery  Picture  by  Kibiers, 
(Lo  8pagnuleito),and  two  interesting  portraits  of  Royal  Infancin  by 
Juan  de  Careno. — As  the  consignment  is  made  by  parties  of  grcRt  intel¬ 
ligence  and  spirit,  we  shall  probably  recur  to  the  subject  when  the  r^ 
mainder  of  the  collection,  which  has  just  been  shipped,  arrives  in  tbu 
country  ;  and  in  the  meantime  we  call  the  attention  of  amateurs  to  wbst 
has  been  before  us.

The  Milbank  penitentiary  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed,  after 
a  statement  from  Lord  Duncankok  that  be  had  received  the  report  of 
the  high  sheriff  respecting  the  recent  execution  at  Gloucester^  The 
matter  was  still  under  investigation,  and  the  result  would  be  made 
known  after  the  holidays. — Lord  Sxoeavx  and  the  Duke  of  Richmond 
both  disclaimed  having  east  any  imputation  on  the  high  sheriff,  who  was 
a  moat  respectable  gentleman. 

A  conversation  took  place  respecting  the  appointment  of  the  high 
sheriff  of  Louth,  in  the  course  of  which  Lord  liooxN  stated  the  facts  of 
tbs  case,  which  were  assented  to  by  Lord  MxLBOuaNx,  his  lordship 
adding  that  the  government  had  set  aside  the  list  of  the  Chief  Baron 
Joy  because  he  had  omitted  to  consult  the  sheriff. 

'Fbe  Marquis  of  Westmxath  presented  a  petition  from  the  Rev.  Dr 
Eugene  Mulholl^nd,  complaining  of  severities  inflicted  on  him  by  the 
authorities  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church  in  which  he  was  a  curate. 
The  noble  marquis  declared  that  there  would  be  no  peace  for 
Ireland  until  the  proceedings  of  Maynooth  College  were  inquired 
into.— Adjourned. 

Friday t  May  12.

Kdl  after  nine  o'clock  exhibited  a  large  increase  in  the  majoriu  for  Sir  F. 

unfott.  At  four  o'clock  the  poll  ended,  when  the  majority  for  Burdett  was 
Uadarmtood  to  be  upwards  of  50fl.

Saxe  Meiningen  (a  Princess  of  Huhenlohe  l^aogenburg),  died  of  an 
attack  of  the  grippe.  She  was  born  on  the  Ilthof  August,  176B> 
The  loss  it  deeply  regretted,  not  only  by  the  Ducal  family,  but  by  the 
whole  country.  During  the  lung  period  of  eighteen  years  she  governed 
the  country,  during  the  minority  of  her  son,  our  beloved  Prinse,  the 
reigning  Duke;  and  her  government  waa  so  just  and  so  mild,  that  ail 
her  funner  subjects  retain  the  must  grateful  recollection  of  it,  consider^ 
ing  her  rather  as  their  mother  than  their  Sovereign.  She  retained  the 
true  veneration  of  the  inhabitants  to  the  last  moment  of  her  life.

The  King  has  commanded  that  the  Banquet  intended  to  have 
been  given  to  the  Kniglits  of  the  Garter/on  the  13th  inst ;  the  Invest!- 
ture  of  the  Order  of  the  Bath,  and  the  Banquet,  on  the  16th  ;  and  also 
the  Banquet  to  the  Knights  of  the  Thistle,  and  of  St.  Patrick,  on  the 
20th  inst.,  shall  be  postponed  until  further  notice.  This  intelligence  is 
announced  in  a  supplement  to  the  Gazette, 

Laot  Moegan.- It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  that 
bis  Majesty  has  been  advised  to  grant  a  pension  of  300/.  a  year  to  Lady 
Morgan.  To  the  people  of  Ireland,  in  particular,  this  mark  of  royal 
bounty  must  be  most  gratifying,  as  they  cannQt  fail  to  see  in  it  a  tribute 
to  the  services  render^  by  her  ladyship  to  the  cause  of  her  country. 
Tbe  genius  of  Ireland  may  be  said  to  have  inspired  Lady  Morgan  ;  for, 
from  her  outset  a*  a  writer,  she  has  devoted  her  talents  to  the  vindication 
of  its  rights,  and  to  the  perhaps  still  more  important  object  of  giving  her 
countrymen  that  confidence  in  themselves  to  which  their  endowments 
entitle  them,  and  which  ensure  to  them  the  respect  of  the  world.

He  received  tbe  wound  in  a  hostile  rencontre 
vbieh  took  place  at  nine  the  same  morning,  in  a  field  adjoining  Hamp- 
*tesd  heath,  near  the  Spaniards  inn.  HU  antagonist  was  a  Polish  ufii- 
eer;  hU  name  is  at  present  kept  secret.  The  principaU  met  on  the 
ground,  attended  by  seconds,  and,  having  been  placed  at  ten  paces  dis¬ 
tance,  both  discharged  their  pistols  at  the  same  instant — and  the  next, 
Mr  Harro  Harring  was  seen  writhing  on  the  ground  in  agony.  A 
profoMional  friend  of  both  parties,  who  was  on  the  ground,  pronounced 
tbe  wound  to  be  dangerous,  and  the  victor,  after  asking  and  receiving 
P^^doQ  from  the  wounded,  mounted  bU  horse,  and  rode  off  at  full 
ff*«d  to  London  bridge,  where  be  embarked  on  board  a  steam-boat  for 
Boulogne,  the  duel  haring  been  expressly  fought  at  tbe  time  mentioned, 
tk®  eacape  of  the  survivor  to  the  Continent.  Mr  Harring  is 
known  as  tbe  author  of  Afemoire  of  Poland,  and  Memoirs  sur  la 
f lolls,  ^  He  has  no  family ;  he  has  never  been  married.  He  came 
j®  EngUnd  six  months  ago,  expelled  from  Switzerland  at  the  re<|uest  of

Of  the  English  hii 
Majesty 'i  ship  Hastings  alone  fired,  but  hoisted  no  colours  but  her’oea 
ensign.  At  sunset  the  Portugese  and  French  will  fire  a  third  ulute 
but  our  guns  will  be  silent.  The  French  commodore  has  b^n  msde  to 
understand,  by  Admiral  Sir  W.  Gage,  that  this  deviation  from  the  practice 
hitherto  followed  on  the  part  of  the  English  ships  is  a  consequence  of  his 
omission  to  pay  our  Queen  the  same  compliment  on  her  birthday,  sod 
a  similar  hint  has  been  given  by  Lord  Howard  to  M.  Bois  le  Comte,  tbs 
French  Minister.  As  for  the  Portuguese,  they  seem  to  think  they  can. 
not  do  enough  to  show  their  good  feeling  towards  France,  although,  oo 
their  Queen’s  birthday,  the  French  frigates  only  fired  one  salute,  and 
hoisted  no  flag  but  their  own. — Letter  from  Lisbon. 

Dinnbe  to  the  Membees  foe  West  NorfolAI— The  Norwich  hirt. 
eury  coutains  a  report  of  a  dinner  given  to  Sir  Wm.  Fouikes  and  Sir 
Jacob  Astley  some  days  since  at  Holt,  overwhieh  the  rector  of  that  town* 
the  Rev.  W.  H.  Parry,  prastded  with  great  spirit  and  eflTdet.  In  giving 
the  health  of  the  Princess  Victoria,  he  made  the  following  happy  allu¬ 
sion  : — “  Her  person  is  peculiarly  dear  to  us,  for  she  stands  between  the 
throne  and  a  prince  of  the  blood,  whose  political  sentiments  we  know  are 
very  different  from  those  we  suppose  to  reside  in  her  royal  bosom~a 
prince  who,  if  he  attains  to  the  throne,  will  trouble  us  to  buckle  on  our 
armour  to  teach  him  aentiments  more  congenial  to  the  constitution.” 
The  Members  themselves,  in  acknowled^ng  the  warmly  expressed  feeling 
of  the  company  towards  them,  entered  fully  into  their  Parliamentary 
votes  during  the  present  Session,  and  forcibly  pointed  out  the  benefiu 
the  country  at  large  must  derive  from  the  success  of  the  measures  brought 
before  Parliament  by  his  Majesty's  Ministers.  These  sentiments  wers 
cheerfully  responded  to  by  the  company,  so  as  to  aflTord  the  roost  con¬ 
vincing  proof  that  here,  at  any  rate,  there  has  been  no  re-action.

The  second,  that  there  shall  be  levied  and  collected,  in  addition  to 
tidi  existing  duties  otherwise  payable  upon  the  Importation  of  goods,  s 
further  duty,  amounting  to  one- fi fib  part  of  such  existing  dutiss.

COURT  OF  EXCHEQUER. 

Moroak  V.  Seaward.— Mr  Baron  Parke  read  the  judgiMOt  in  this  case, 
an  action  for  the  infringessent  of  the  plaiotifiT'a  J^feni  for  iasprovemcots  ia  . 
paddle-wheels,  known  as  “  Morgan's  wheels.*’  *rhe  as.roe  pateot  ewbraoad 
an  iim^vement  in  steam-engines,  but  no  infrinpmiient  of  that  was  cowplaiBad 
of.  The  Court  decided  for  the  plaintifiT  on  all  the  pleaa  which  related  to  tbs 
paddle-wheels,  and  for  the  defendant  on  those  which  related  to  the  stsasi- 
engine.  The  Court,  however,  iotioiated,  that  under  the  late  Act,  the  patent 
might  be  omended,  by  disclaiming  before  the  Attorney-General  ao  muen  of  H 
as  regarded  the  steam-engine.  ^

A  Robber  Huxo,  but  no  Life  Lost. — On  Tuesday  night,  at  ths 
elusion  of  the  ballet  of  Fra  Diavoloy  at  the  King's  Theatre,  a  ssock-seriosi 
incident  occurred,  which,  afler  the  first  moment  of  terror,  convulsed  ths  houM 
with  laughter.
